With o ne last weary o pening and clo sing

was but a g entle sig h, Gen. Grant ex pired 
as peacefully and painlessly as 
a tired child 
mig ht dro p into a quiet sleep. 
Death co uld 
hardly co me to any man in fo rm freer

His hand was fast cl&spei in

death of Gen. G ra n t It was not unexpected;

Grant and mourned hb death.

portion» of the city the same feeling of sad­ 
ness prevailed and little children even prat­ 
tled “ Geo.

Professor Neighbor spoke on the na­ 
tion's loss and of the usefulness of Gen­ 
erali Grant as a citizen, soldier, states* 
man and author. 
He contrasted the old 
commander with the other four great 
general» of the wcrld, and affirmed that 
for nobleness of purpose, ingenuity in 
strategem, and the greatness of his life, 
General Grant mu^t stand out on the hor­ 
izon of time as the brightest and shining 
light of the world. 
Rev . E. C. Sickels gav e a most eloquent 
and ferv id eulogy on the man, the sol­ 
dier, the statesman whom we mourn. The 
speaker said three times since he came to 
Dixon had we been called upon to mourn 
as a nation, the loss of great men—Lin­ 
coln, Garfield, and now Grant.

General Grant, he thought 
the silent 
chieftain was the greatest man of the 
country 
As a man he was great because 
of his indomitable will, humility and 
persev erance; as a soldier, because of his 
bringing to a successful close the greatest 
war of the ages and was opposed by men 
the equals of his; as a statesman he was 
greatest of the century, because he held 
the helm when the nation was almost in 
a stage of anarchy. 
Now for three great 
policies are we indebted to President 
Grant—for his settlement by arbitration 
of international disputes, for being the 
orignator of “civ il 
serv ice reform,” 
and for his Christian policy to the In­ 
dians of treating man as 
ma n , whether 
he be red, black, or white.

CITIZENS’ MEETING. 


Iu 
pursuance 
of 
a call made 
by 
the mayor, about fifty of our citizens met 
at the Court house last ev ening to take 
some action upon the death of General 
Grunt. 
Judge Farrand was made chairman and 
M. Rosenthal appointed secretary. 
In reply to a telegram from the Mayor 
requesting him to act as orator upon the 
day of the funeral, Mr. E. A. Storrs sends 
the following: 
“ Gladly accept, wire me 
at Chicago to morrow.' 
By motion, the Mayor was instructed 
to requst 
the business men to drape 
their places of business at once, and also 
close them from *00 p. m to 5:00 p .m . 
upon the day of funeral. 
A couimittc of fiv e was appointed, with 
Mayor Farrand as chairman, to act as a 
general committee, said committee to 
hav e power to appoint sub committees. 
A proposition hav ing been made by 
Prof. Van Eaton, representing the col­ 
lege, that students take part in the exer­ 
cises as a body. 
The proposition was 
accepted. 
An inv itation was extended to the 
students at the Teachers’ Institute. 
An inv itation was also extended to all 
societies and denominations. 
A committee of one was appointed to 
see that the bells of the city were tolled 
upon the day of the funeral. 
The order 
in which they were to be tolled as fol­ 
lows: North Dixon School, Seminary, 
Baptist church, 
Presbyterian 
church, 
fire bell, Catholic church, Hif*U school, 
Dement Town fire bell. College, ending 
with Norttt Dixon. 
The general committee will meet all 
special committees at County 
Clerk’s 
office Saturday at 8.00 p. m. 
Adjourned to meet Saturday night, or 
subject to the chairman’s call. 


—The readers of the T e le g r a p h will 
remember a murder committed in the 
winter of 1879 ,which shocked the people 
of Winnebago County v ery much. 
A 
heav y reward was offered, without av ail, 
for the murderers. 
We hav e heretofore 
stated that James Banta in the Galena 
jail, had made a confession of the mur­ 
der. 
He has written the following furth­ 
er confession, which explains itself: 
“Galena, Jo Dav iess Co., 111., July 20— 
I, James E. Banta, do hereby confess 
to the killing of Marshall S. Pritchard, 
the 24th day of January, 1879 , at about 
10 o’clock in the ev ening, on North Main 
at or near the watering-trough, near con­ 
stable Sawyer’s house on said street. 
I 
will here state that I did the killing in 
self-defence, and not with the intention 
of robbing, and that no one else was im­ 
plicated with me in the killing. 
I ov er­ 
took Mr. Pritchard and asked him if he 
wanted a ride, and he said he did, and 
then got into the sleigh with me and rode 
until we reached the watering-trough, 
and then he got angry and called me cer 
tain names, and also said, “You infernal 
cut-throat and robber, did you ask me to 
ride with you for the sake of taking me 
©ut here on an other road from the one 
to Cherry Valley? Where in h—1 are you 
going, and who are you anyway? You 
hav e done this to get my money, but I’ll 
be d - d if you will get it as long as I am 
aliv e.” 
“And with that he drew a rev olv er and 
tried to shoot [me, but the cartridge did 
not explode, and before he could get 
ready again I fired at him, and he fell out 
of the sleigh into the road. 
I shot him 
with a 82-calibre fiv e-shot pistol in the 
leftside of the head, just back of the 
eye, and a little abov e it, I think, but do 
not remember just now. 
The horses and 
sleigh I had borrowed of a friend of mine 
to go to Rockton and back. 
The horses 
had bells on. 
After the shooting I drov e 
away from there as fast as I could and 
took the team home, and then went to 
Chicago. 
The rev olv er is in the hands of 
a man in Rockford yet, or was when I 
left there in May last. 
This is all I hav e 
to say on the subject at present, and I 
would not hav e done so much as I hav e 
only it has troubled my mind and, any­ 
way. I don’t expect to liv e long at mts» . 
in my present condition of health, for I 
am getting weaker ev ery day. 
This 
statement is the solemn truth, as God is 
my judge, 'and I will tell more fully 
about it, when necessary to do so, before 
a court. 
“ J ames B anta ” 
The Sheriff of W innebago County ar­ 
riv ed in Gaiena to-night to r.rrange for 
the remov al of Banta to Rockford for 
trial on the charge of murdering Prich­ 
ard.

Paid In Chili fo r Co ndo r Heads.

A half do zen were the o ther night listen­ 
ing to the sto ries o f Ned Co nro y , o ne o f the 
y o ung men o f this place, who has trav eled 
all o v er the wo rld. 
He has just returned 
fro m So uth America, bringing co nsiderable 
mo ney . 
When asked ho w he go t it, be said: 
“ Sho o ting co ndo rs in Chili 
The go v ern­ 
ment pay s |5 fo r ev ery 
co ndo r’s head 
bro ught in, but mo st o f the hunters so o n get 
sick o f the busines.-. 
The co ndo rs are 
thicker than buzzards, but they can see a 
rifle further than a man can see a ho use, and 
they catch o n to all so rts o f ambushes in the 
neighbo rho o d o f a dead carcass almo st be­ 
fo re tbev are made. 
The nests are 1^,U00 
feet abo v e the lev el o f the sea, so it is little 
use to hunt fo r them in the mo untains. 
They are trapped o ccasio nally , and so me 
are po iso ned, but as a rule the business 
do esn't pay , and tho co ndo rs increase in 
number.” 
‘ How did you manage it?” he was asked. 
“By playing off sick. Along the coast there 
are great stretches of sand, without v egeta­ 
tion, which are perilous to cross at all 
times, because of the heat and the liability 
of getting lost
